HOOVER WANTS $10,660,000 
TO BEGIN BOULDER DAM WORK 


Requests "That Congress Make That 
Amount Available Immediately 
for Power Project. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTGN, May 2.—Presi- 
dent Hoover today reqested Con- 
gress to make available immediate- 
ly $10,660,000 to begin construc- 
tion of Boulder Canyon Dam. 
The request was made in order 
to supply funds for the commence- 
ment of work on the maim stream 
of the Colorado River at Black 
Canyon to create a storage reser- 
voir and for a power plant and in- 
cidental structures suitable for the 
development of the project to pro- 
duce electrical energy and to con- 
trol the flood waters of that stream.

Sale Held in Room Where 
“*Pep” Meetings Were 
Conducted Before Firm’s 
$2,000,000 Crash. 


PROCEEDS TO 
GO TO CREDITORS 


Expensive Desks, Chairs 
and Partitions Among 
Few Tangible Assets of 
Bankrupt Brokers. 


Two hundred men and women at- 


tended a spirited auction today in 
the eight-room suite of offices of 


the collapsed brokerage firm of W. 
H. Young & Bros., Inc., oa the sec- 
ond floor of the Central National 
Bank Building, where formerly the 
high-pressure stock salesmen held 
their “pep” meetings. 

In announcing he would accept 


bids on the office furnishings, Auc- 
tioneer Alexander 
sounded a note of skepticism in- 
duced by the firm's failure. ‘Cash 
deposits required,’ Selkirk declared. 
“We know you people are all good 
as gold—but so were Young Bros.” 

Dealers, office managers, house- 
wives, customers and curiosity seek- 
ers trooped with the auctioneer 
from room to room, the dealers 
Shaking their heads sadly as the 
bidding rose above what they con- 
sidered true values. 


Some of the Prices Paid.

Undertaker Buys Limousine. 

‘Sales totaled $6286.25 although 
the articles had been appraised at 
only $4000. 

In addition, two Cadillac limou- 
sines owned by the company and 
used by the Young brothers, were 
sold at an auction in a garage at 
Ninth and Chestnut streets. Ar- 
thur J. Donnelly, undertaker, paid 
$2100 for the five-passenger 
limousine, and J. A. McFall, livery- 
man, $2200 for the seven-passen- 
ger Car. 

The proceeds of the sale will 
be used for the benefit of credit- 
ors. 

Few tangible assets have been 
discovered by the Federal receiver 
in bankruptcy, F. E.. Williams. It 
has been estimated that Young 
Bros. customers will lose approxi- 
mutely $2,000,000, including $1,- 
400,000 on the firm's worthicss 
preferred stock. 

To save rent, the receiver has 
vacated the spacious suite and 
taken a small adjoining office, 
while winding up the company’s 
affairs. 

Stock in the Midwest Holding 
Co., one of several subsidiaries of 
Young Bros. is worthless, accord- 
ing to attorneys familiar with the 
Midwest Co. The Midwest Co. ap- 
parently held small equities in four 
Kansas City apartment buildings, 
against which foreclosure proceed- 
ings are pending. The present value 
of the Buildings is such that it ap- 
pears only enough will be xealized 
to satisfy the mortgage _ holders, 
and perhaps not so much. 

One of hundreds of complaints 
being made by Young Bros. clients 
has come from Miss Mattie Ashley 
Jack of Columbia, Mo., and is typ- 
ical of many others. Originally she 
held $3900 worth of stock of In- 
vestors’ Royalty Co., distributed by 
Young Bros., but decided to sell a 
small part of her holdings. In or- 
der to obtain a new certificate, she 
turned the old one back to Young 
Bros. She now has nothing to shaw 
for her money, as the new certifi- 
cate was never delivered.

Brotherhood Loan & Invest- 
ment Co. Paid 6 Pct. on 
Deposits—$67,000 in Ac- 


counts Due. 


Benjamin Greenberg, an ambi- 
tious shoeworker, who branched 
out into the small loan and bank- 


ing busihess as president of the 
Brotherhood Loan and Investment 
Co., with an office in the Buder 
Building, is being sought by police 
on compiaint of the company’s re- 
ceiver that he misappropriated 
$11,000. 

Greenberg is about 40 years old. 
He has not been seen since March 
15, when he left his wife and two 
children at their home, 5874 Maf- 
fitt avenue. His deserted family 
has since moved to an address on 
Cates avenue. 


“Greenberg was employed as a 
cutter at one Of the International 
Shoe Co. factories,’ Carl M. Du- 
binsky, receiver for the Brother- 
hood Co., told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today. “He interested shoe- 
workers and other wage earners in 
the company, which had approxi- 
mately 350 borrowers and 200 de- 
positors. 


$67,000 in Accounts Due. 


“Accounts due total $67,000, rep- 
resented mostly by promissory 
notes bearing the signature of the 
borrower and two indorsers. What 
loss the company will suffer de- 
pends upon how many of the notes 
can be collected. The company 
has $20,000 capital. 

“It appears the company did a 
banking business, although not 
chartered to do so. Savings de- 
posits were accepted and 6 per cent 
interest paid on them. The com- 
pany put the money out at 10 per 
cent, a profit of 4 per cent. The 
6 per cent appealed to workingmen 
who were offered 3 to 4 per cent 
at banks. 


Returned $312 to Receiver. 


“Careless management resulted 
in a receivership March 13. Green- 
berg then admitted to ~ Herman 
Schachter, 5158 Palm street, an at- 
torney and secretary of the com- 
pany, that he had taken $11,000 by 
retaining collections, ‘boosting 
loans’ and. writing out new loans 
with forged signatures or fictitious 
names. He turned back $312 and 
stayed around the office for a few 
days, helping the receiver and aud- 
itors by pointing out the irregular 
transactions. He was not arrested 
at the time as his assistance was 
needed. He promised to be availa- 
ble when wanted, but suddenly dis- 
appeared.” * 

Greenberg had continued to work 
daily in the shoe factory, tending 
to the loan business at night and 
drawing only a small salary as 
president of the firm. The receiver 
has no information that the $11,000 
was gambled away, and thinks 
Greenberg spent it on his house- 
hold.

In an effort to find work for the 
unemployed 40 per cent of its 
membership, Lathers’. Local Union, 
No. 73 voted last night to adopt a 
six-hour work day, beginning Mon- 
day. 

The lathers, one of the first un- 
ions to put the five-day week into 
effect, the first labor 
group to shorten the working day

As all union building 
workmen are paid for the number 
of hours they work, the action will 
have no effect on construction 
costs,. but will reduce the daily 
wages of lathers from $12 to $9.

Senator Norris of Nebraska, lead- 
er of the opposition, engaged Sena- 
tor Fess of Ohio, leader of the 
Parker forces, in a colorful] debate 
on the Senate floor but it was no 
secret that the real fight was being 
cenducted behind the scenes; where 
administration leaders waged a 
furnious campaign to line up the 
few additional votes necessary to 
insure confirmation and the oppo- 
sition resisted tenaciously. 

If Parker is confirmed the mar- 
gin of confirmation will consist of 
the votes of Southern Democratic: 
Senators, cast for him largely be- 
cause of his anti-Negro record. If 
President Hoover had to rely upon 
Republican votes to confirm his 
nominee, Parker would be rejected 

Norris, chairman of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, which report- 
ed unfavorably on Parker's qualifi- 
cations, launched a powerful attack 
on the nominee's action in uphold- 
ing an injunction issued under the 
notorious “Yellow Dog’ contract. 

He said the contract and the in- 
junction based on it were “relics of 
barbarism,” and that a Judge who 
upheld either was “out of step with 
modern civilization.” 

“Yellow Doz” Contracts. 

Norris read to the Senate a num- 
ber of typical “yellow dog’ con- 
tracts, whereby employes pledged 
themselve not to join unions or to 
do any one of a large number of 
things prohibited their employes. 
He also produced copies of inqunc- 
tions based on the contracts. In 
one issued by Federal Judge Scott 
of Iowa employes were restrained 
from talking to union organizers: 
from desclosing, eith orally or in 
writing, any information about 
their wages or working conditions 
or even revealing the fact they had 
signed ‘‘yellow-dog” contracts. “T 
thing it is time to put s6me human- 
ity into the courts,’ declared the 
white-haired Nebraskan. “I! have 
no personal feeling againat the men 
who have iasued or upheld these 
ervel injunctions, but it is obvious 
that they are relying upon barhgr- 
ous precedents. From the Supreme 
Court there is no appeal, and it is 
our duty to pass upon the views of 
these Judges who pass upon the 
Hberties of the people.

New York Police Commissioner 
Gives Out Documents. 
By the Asscciated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 2.—Police 
Commissioner Whalen today made 
public photostats of Russian docu- 
ments seized by his secret police 
which he declared showed the 
Communist International of Mos- 
cow was directly responsible for 
the fomenting of strikes and riots 
in the Uaited States. There are 
references in the documents to ex- 
penditures for outbreaks and sup- 
port of strikers. 

One of the documents is on the 
letter head of the Amtorg Trading 
Corporation, official purchasing 
agent in the United States for the 
Soviet Government. It has offices 
in New York and Jhas handled hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars worth 
of business in this country. 

This letter names 30 men and 
women sent to.New York by Mos- 
cow as being hard to replace and 
says that the recall of any one of 
them might seriously handicap the 
work. 

Commissioner Whalen sald the 
list of 30 names includes that of 
one Delgass, whom he described as 
the most dangerous of the under- 
cover criminal secret police of 
Moscow and one time personal sec- 
retary to Dzerginsky, organizer of 
the Russian Cheka.

On Results of Stock Crash 


WASHINGTON, May 2. 


| digger detmaad is the text of the address made by President Hoover 
at the annual dinner of the Chamber of Commerce of the United 


States: 


Gentlemen of the United 
States Chamber of Commerce: 
We have been passing through 
one of those great economic 
storms which periodically bring 
hardship and suffering upon 
our people. While the crash 
only took place six months ago, 
I am convinced we have now 
passed the worst and with con- 
tinued unity of effort we shall 
rapidly recover. There is one 
certainty in the future of a 
people of the resources, intel- 
ligence and character of the 
people of the United States— 
that is, prosperity. 

On the occasion of this great 
storm we have for the first 
time attempted a great eco- 
nomic experiment, possibly one 
of the greatest of our history, 
By co-operation between Gov- 
ernment officials and the entire 
community, business, railways, 
public utilities, agriculture, ia- 
bor, the press, our financial in- 
stitutions and public authori- 
ties, we have undertaken to 
stabilize economic forces; to 
mitigate the effects of the 
crash, and to shorten its de- 
structive period. 

I believe I can say with as- 
surance that our joint under- 
taking has succeeded to a re- 
markable degree, and that it 
furnishes a basis of great trib- 
ute to our people for unity of 
action in time of national emer- 
gency. To those many business 
leaders present here I know 
that I express the gratitude of 
our countrymen. 


Most Human Questions. 

It is unfortunate, in a sense, 
that any usefuf discussion of 
the problems behind and before 
us has to be expressed wholly 
in the cold language of eco- 
nomics, for I realize as keenly 
as anyone can that individually 
they are not problems in sci- 
ence but are the most human 
questions in the world. They 
involve the immediate fears of 
men and women for their daily 
bread, the well-being of their 
children, the security of their 
homes. They are intensely per- 
sonal questions fraught with 
living significance to everything 
they hold dear. 

The officers of a ship in 
heavy seas have as deep a con- 
sciousness of the human values 
involved in the passengers and 
crew whose lives are in their 
keeping, but they can best serve 
them by taking counsel of their 
charts, compass and barometer 
and by devotion to navigation 
and the boilers. 

In like manner, the individ- 
ual welfare can best be served 
by us if we devote ourselves 
to the amelioration of destruc- 
tive forces, for thereby we 
serve millions of our people. 

Slumps Follow Booms. 

All slumps are _ inexorable 

consequel.ces of the destructive 
forces of Looms. If we inquire 
into the primary cause of the 
great boom of the stock ex- 
changes last year; we find it 
rests mainly upon certain forces 
inherent in the human mind. 
When ou: nation has traveled 
on the high road to prosperity 
for a considerable term of 
years, the natural optimism of 
our people brings into being a 
spirit of undue _ speculation 
against the future. These vast 
contagions of speculative emo- 
tion have hitherto throughout 
,ali history proved themselves 
uncontrollable by any device 
that the economist, the business 
man, or the Government has 
been able to suggest. The ef- 
fect of them is to divert capital 
and energy from healthy enter- 
prise—the only real source of 
prosperity---to stimulate waste, 
extravagance and unsound en- 
terprise, with the inevitable col- 
lapse in panic. 

Out of the great crashes hith- 
erto there has always come a 
long train of destructive forces. 
A vast number of innocent peo- 
ple are directiv involved’ in 
losses. Optimism swings to 
deepest pessimism: fear of the 
future chokes initiative and en- 
terprise; monetary stringen- 
cies, security and commodity 
panics in our exchanges, bank- 
ruptcies und other losses’ all 
contribute to stifle consump- 
ticn, decrease production and 
finally express themselves in 
unemployment, decreased wages, 
strikes, Inckouts and a long 
period of stagnation. 


Many have tooked upon all 
this rise and fall as a disease 
which must run its course and 
for which nothing could be 
done either in prevention or to 
speed recovery, or to relieve the 
hardship which wreaks itself 
especially upor workers, farm- 
ers and smalier business peo- 
ple. I do not accept the fatal- 
istic view that the discovery of 
the means to restrain destruct- 
ive speculation is beyond the 


- genius of the American people. 
Problem. 


The Immediate 

Our iminediate problem, how- 
ever, has been the necessity to 
mitigate the ef of the re- 
cent crash, and to get back onto 
the road of prosperity as quick- 
lv as possible. This is the first 
time an effort has been made 


by the united community to this 
end. The success of this effort 
is of paramourtt importance, not 
only for cur immediate needs, 
but the possibilities it opens for 
the future. The intensity of 
the speculative boom on this oc- 
casion was, in my view, as great 
as or greater than any of.our 
major manias before. The in- 
tensity of the slump has been 
greatly diminished by the ef- 
forts that have been made. 

We-—aAnd as we I speak of 
many men and many institu- 
tions—have followed several 
major lines of action. Our pro- 
gram was one of deliberate 
purpose to do everything pos- 
sible to uphold general confi- 
dence which lies at the root of 
maintained initiative and enter- 
prise; to check monetary, secur- 
ity, and commodity panics in 
our exchanges; to assure an 
abundance of capital at de- 
creasing rates of interest so as 
to enable the resumption of 
business; to accelerate construc- 
tion work so as to absorb as 
many employes as possible from 
industries hit by decreased de- 
mand: to hold up the level of 
wages by voluntary agreement 
and thus maintain the living 
standards of the vast majority 
who remain in employment) to 
avoid accelerating the depres- 
sion by the hardship and disar- 
rangement of strikes and lock- 
outs; and by upholding consum- 
ing power of the wage earners 
who in turn support agricul- 
ture. 

Monetary Panic Avoided. 

We may well inquire into 
our progress thus far. We have 
succeeded in maintaining con- 
fidence and courage. We have 
avoided monetary panic and 
credit stringency. Those dang- 
ers are behind us. From the 
moment of the crash, interest 
rates have steadily decreased 
and capital has become stead- 
ily more abundant. Our invest- 
ment markets have absorbed 
over two billions of new securi- 
ties since the crash. There has 
peen no significant bank or in- 
dustrial failure. That danger, 
too, is safely behind us. 

The acceleration of construc- 
tion programs has been suc- 
cessful beyond our hopes. The 
great utilities, the railways, and 
the large manufacturers have 
responded courag¢gusly. The 
Federal Government has not 
only expedited its current works 
but Congress has authorized 
further expenditures. The Gov- 
ernors, Mayors, and other au- 
thorities have everywhere been 
doing their full part. The re- 
sult has been the placing of 
contracts of this character to 
the volume of about $500,000,- 
000 during the “(first four 
months of 1930, or nearly three 
times the amount brought into 
being in the corresponding four 
months of the last great de- 
pression of eight years ago. 

All of which contributes not 
only to a direct employment but 
also a long train of jobs in the 
material and transportation in- 
dustries. We are suffering from 
a decrease in residential con- 
struction, but despite this we 
have reason to believe that the 
total construction will still fur- 
ther expand, and we _ should 
during 1930 witness a larger 
gross volume of improvement 
work than normal. 

For the first time in tine his- 
tory of great slumps we have 
had no substantial reductions in 
wages and we have had n7n0 
strikes or lockouts which were 
in any way connected witb this 
situation. 

Statistics Inadequate. 

The accelerated vconsiruction 
has naturally not been able to 
absorb ail the unemployment 
brought by the injurics of the 
boom and crash. Unfortunately 
we have no adequate statistics 
upon the volume of unemploy- 
ment. The maximum point of de- 
pression was about the first of 
the year, when, severe as the 
shock was, the unemployn:ent 
was much less proportionately 
than in our two last maior de- 
Pressions. A telegraphic can- 
vass of the Governors and 
Mayors who are co-operating so 
ably with us in organizing pub- 
lic works brings with one ex- 
ception the unanimous response 
of continuously decreasing un- 
employment each month and 
the assurance of further de- 
creases again in May. 

All these widespread act'¢i- 
ties of our business men an-J 
our institutions offer sharp 
contrast with the activities of 
previous major crashes and our 
expetiences from them. As a 
consequence we have attained 
a stage of recovery within 
this short period greater than 
that attained during a whole 
year or more following previous 
equally great storms 

While we are today chiefly 
concerned with continuing the 
measures we have in progress 
for relief from this storm. and 
in which we must have no re- 
laxation, we must not negiect 
the lessons we have had from 


it, and we must consider the 
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Extraorditiary Revolt in Ohio Penitentiary: 


Convicts Want “Discipline, Not Brutality;” 
“They Can’t Stand Restraint,” 


Overcrowding, _Idleness, | 
Longer Sentences and 


Fewer Paroles and Poli- 
tics Among the Contribut- 
ing Factors in the Out- 
break.

COLUMBUS, O., May 2.—-After 
years of shadow and gloom behind 
the vine-covered, gray stone walls 
of the 64-year-old Ohio Peniten- 
tiary, 600 convicts are camping 
out in the sunshine. 

This is a result of the unusual 
situation arising from the fire on 
Kaster Monday in which 320 con- 
victs perished, and the subsequent 
mutiny in which infuriated felons 
battered cell doors and locks rath- 
er than return to the holes in 
which their comrades had been 
suffocated and burned to death. 

A two weeks’ vacation is in pros-| 
pect for the inmates of the pris- 
on’s Idle House, scene of repeated 
disorders since the fire. Neat rows 
of army tents have been set up 
at one side of the spacious prison 
yard, away from the damp celi 
blocks. The “lucky 600,” includ- 
ing ringleaders of the mutiny, have 
been marched to the tents to eat. 
sleep and breathe in the fresh air, 
pending repairs to the battered Idle 
House. The remaining 700 occu- 
pants of the Idle House are housed 
temporarily in a warehouse con- 
verted into a dormitory. 

Bulk of Prisoners Unaffected. 

The bulk of the prison popula- 
tion—there were 4200 men here 
until, as one expressed it, the fire 
“paroled” 320—remain in various 
other parts of the penitentiary, un- 
touched by flames and rebellion. 

Hiking will be one pleasure de- 
nied the 600 “‘vacationists.” Their 
tents are surrounded by a new 
barbed wire stockade with the 
high stone walls just behind. Sev- 
eral hundred national guardsmen 
patrol the grounds and the streets 
outside. 

The cause of the fire has not 
been definitely established. The 
Prisoners scoffed at rumors of in- 
cendiarism and criticised the State 
for not fire- -proofing the old pris- 
on buildings. They asserted the 
prisoners would hardly set a fire 
in which only their own lives would 
be endangered. 

However, the State Fire Mar- 
shal has concluded that the fire 
was the work of desperate crim- 
inals who hoped that it would af- 
ford means of escape. Warden 
Thomas, who previously doubted 
incendiarism, changed to this view 
and remarked: “They set their own 
funeral pyre.” 

It was the fear that the convicts 
would escape that made prison 
guards delay unlocking cells until 
many of the occupants were dead. 


Sonfe Causes of Mutiny. 


The hysteria induced in the sur- 
vivors by the terrible sight of the 
dead stretched out in the prison 
yard played a large part in the 
subsequent mutiny, which was 
guelled whew the Ohio National 
Guard, under command of Col. 
Robert Haubrich, took possession 
of the penitentiary after two con- 
victs had been shot by prison 
guards. 

But there are other contributing 
causes to the fierce unrest’ that 
pervades Ohio Penitentiary—and 
the causes are not unlike those 
which have resulted in disorders in 
prisons throughout the country. 
Overcrowding, idleness, increase in 
the length of sentences and de- 
crease in the number of paroles. 
mistreatment by prison guards—al! 
these are factors in the turmoil 
here. 

The overcrowding is obvious and 
admitted by “everyone. Cells in- 
tended for one man are housing 
iwo and, sometimes, four men. Ad- 
ditions have been made from time 
to time to the main structure erect- 
ed in 1876, but the prison popula- 
tion grows faster than the accom- 
modations. Ohio penitentiary is 
now the biggest, population con- 
sidered, in the nation. No one 
pretends it is the best. Lack of 
sanitary facilities in many of the 
cells aggravates the overcrowding. 

The old cell blocks are electrical- 
ly lighted, but the cells are small, 
dark and gloomy. There are no 
toilet or washing facilities. A large 
trough just outside the cells on eath 
tier is used for washing. 

New Cell Block Is Modern. 

Far better is the new cell block. 
where each cell has a toilet, a 
wash bow! with running water, two 
beds which swing up to the wall, 
and some extra furniture. 

The cells are considered neces- 
sary for the unruly and vicious 
criminals. Crippled and infirm

Despite this, there 
is the well-named Idle House, 
where hundreds of men sit on 
tenches all day long, except at 
mealtime or when they walk 
around the yard. Under such con- 
ditions, plans for mutinies, escapes 
and renewed criminal activities 
are hatched. 

In Ohio, as in other states, there 
has been public hue and cry in re- 
cent years over the increase of 
crime. Judges and jurisis have re- 
sponded by imposing heavier pun- 
ishment on those convicted; offi- 
cials in charge of paroles and par- 
dons buve hesitated to exercise 
their powers. Ohio Peni‘entiary 
thus has become largely a cne-way 
station—many coming in, few leav- 
ing. Five years ago the peniten- 
tiary’s population was 160) less 
than it is now. 

Charges of Brutality Denied. 

Accusations of brutality mace hy 
prisoners and their friends on the 
outside are denied by Warden 
Thomas and his staff, and Gov. 
Cooper backs up the Warden. 

One of the star witnesses at the 
Attorney-General’s inquiry tinat fol- 
lowed the Eastcr Monday fire was 
Murray Wolfe, ex-reporter, forger, 
who has served time in several pen- 
itentiaries and jails. 

“IT have nothing against Warden 
Thomas,” testified Convict Wolfe. 
“I have been in the penitentiary 
here since last December. But the 
prisoners who have been here a 
long time are so vehement azairst 
him, there must be something 
wrong.” 

Wolfe admitted he had no actual 
knowledge of brutality upon the 
part of the Warden or his guards. 

“I have seen animosity on the 
part of guards, but not brutality.” 
he continued. 


Wolfe denied the mutinous pris- 
oners were attempting to run the 
penitentiary. 

“There is no thought of dictation 
on the part of the prisoners,” he 
declared. “Possibly there was at 
first, but not now. They ask only 
one thing—the removal of the pres- 
ent Warden.” 

Passive Resistance Program, 

A program of passive resistance 
was formulated by an _ executive 
committee of 40 disgruntled con- 
victs, which styled itself the “Forty- 
for-Facts Group.” Following4s the 
code of conduct—or misconduct— 
that they outlined: 

Keep together until the present 
Warden is removed. 

Do not return to the old cell 
block 

Suppress rad! alism. 

No plots to escape. 

Look after the welfare of the 
men first. 

Do only work necessary to 
maintain the well-being of the 
prisoners, particularly of the in- 
jured in the hospitals.

3—That there was negligence 
in failure to have an organized 
plan of meeting the emergency 
of fire. 

4—Falilure to designate some 
one after the emergency arose 
to take command of the situa- 
tion directly contributed to the 
loss of life.

WASHINGTON, May 2,—The 
House today agreed to the Senate 
with placing of logs of fir, spruce, 
cedar and Western hemlock on the 
free list.

Approval then was given the 
Senate amendment to retain cedar 
lumber on the free list as in exist- 
ing law. A rate of 25 per cent was 
carried on the House bill. The yote 
was 289 to 108. 

A compromise duty of 75 cents 
a thousand board feet on *[fir, 
spruce, pine, hemlock and larch 
lumber, now on the free list, then 
was defeated, on a division vote by 
230 to 178, but Representative 
Hawley, (Rep.), Oregon, who of- 
fered it, demanded a record vote 
and this was ordered. 

The Senate provided @ rate of 
$1.60 a thousand on this soft woo! 
lumber while the house kept it on 
the free list. The roll call vote wrs 
250 to 143 against the 75 cent rate 
on soft wood lumber.

Mr. Hoover has lost no time referring the London 
treaty to the Senate. Nor has he done.so in any 
belligerent spirit.

As a matter of fact, it removed a menace of war 
in the Pacific and set up a balance of power in what 
was at that time the most dangerous political area 
in the world. Some of the isolationists will say that 
the London treaty also delivers ug into the hands 
of Great Britain and Japan. They have abundant 
authority for this sort of mischief-makiag. It is 
one of the vagaries of journals like the Chicago 
Tribune to make it appear that all naval conferences 
are an American surrender. Whenever one of these 
international conclaves sits down to rationalize such 
an irrational situation as that the great civilized 
nations should be armed to the teeth against one 
another, these journals picture the affair to us graph- 
ically enough. Our prostrate Uncle Sam, his face 
white with cowardice, his wit failing, and his hat a 
dunce cap, bears upon his neck that tyrant heel which 
would close his windpipe. 

More interesting than this provincial humor is the 
threat to any naval limitation which is rising in 
Italy. The Italians have just announced a new 45,000- 
ton construction program for warships, a threat 
which will be sure to exercise the French. The 
French, in turn, will likely announce a naval program 
alarming the British. The British may therefore find 
it necessary to avail themselves of their right under 
the London treaty to protect themselves in conti- 
nental waters. Thus the fate of the London treaty 
lies not so much in the Senate as in the dictator- 
ship of Mussolini. A dictator can perpetuate himself 
in power only by exactly such delusions of grandeur 
as that Italy can revive the might of Rome. This 
is the peril of a dictatorship, the unanswerable argu- 
ment made by history against-such an abnorma) the- 
ory of government. » 
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WIDEN THIRD STREET NOW. 

Speaking before the Propeller Club, Director of 
Streets and Sewers Brooks urged the immediate wid- 
ening of Third street between Market and Vine, say- 
ing it could be accomplished in two years.

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SUFFRAGE AND ITS ROLL OF HONOR. 

A growing apprehension that woman suffrage is 
not to be that boon to society whfch it promised will 
not dim the luster of those whose names appear 
upon the roll of honor just issued by the National

‘Mrs. Ruth Hanna McCormick spent $252,572 in the 
Republican Senatorial primary tn Illinois. 

Her opponent, Senator Deneen, spent $24,493.21. 

When Commodore Newberry plastered the Michigan 
péninsula with dollars a few years ago, the Senate 
severely condemnéd his expenditures, but Newberry’s 
budgetary gross of $195,000 was almost virtuously 
thrifty compared with Mrs. McCormick’s. 

Then thére is the Illinois case, in which Col. 
Sniith was nominated and elected, on the face of the 
returns, but the Senate rejected his credentials, in 
part because of the magnitude of his expenditures 
and in part because of the source of his contribu- 
tions. The Smith account, primary and election, 
footed up $458,732. 

All these disbursements are impecunious when 
viewed in the light of Pennsylvania’s “golden pri- 
mary,” out of which Mr. Vare emerged a winner only 
to be denied admission to the Senate, just as Smith 
was.

Disarmament and Security 


Three-Power naval treaty marks advance over nationalist arguments which blocked 
action at Geneva; rivalry in Mediterranean could be escaped by cultivation of . 
neighborly feeling such as that between U. §, and England; where strength of 
other nations’ sea forces is not viewed as all-important, cra of peace can begin.

HE five-Power conference having coma 
Tic grief, there is a natural tendency tv 
make the most of the three-Power treaty 
which is now assured. And there is no 
doubt that a three-Power treaty which lim- 
its the construction of all classes of ships 
and accelerates the scrapping of battleships 
is, in itself, a useful piece. of work. It 
marks a great advancé upon the narrow- 
minded and obstinate insistence upon na- 
tional “needs” and “rights” which frustrat- 
ed the similar effort in 1927 at Geneva. 
Grateful though we must be for that, it 
is of more importance to understand the 
reasons and consequences of the failure io 
include France and Italy in this scheme of 
naval limitation. The first thing to be noted 
is that this failyre sets a limit to the extent 
to which America, Gréat Britain and Japan 
can reduce their armaments. Indeed, the 
three-Power agreement will expressly re- 
Serve rights to ificrease construction should 
the présent naval programs of France and 
Italy materialize. 
* . . 


It is not s© much a question of how 
much further the three Fowers will be abie 
to carry disarmament in 1936 as whether 
they may not be forced back on their steps 
before then by the growing competition of 
the two Mediterranean Powers. As between 
the Italian claim to parity with France and 
the French claim to an excess of neariy 
250,000 tons Over Italy, there is not much 
to choose. Each country is, in efféct, claim- 
ing to be the superior of the other in the 
Mediterranean. Neither claim is obviously 
more unréasonable than, say, our own claim 
to 60 cruisers as the minimum of our de. 
fensive needs. If defensive needs are to 
be the standard of what is reasonable, no 
ecolution is possible, sincé the navy which 
is strong enough to repel any possible attack 
is also strong enough to defeat its enemies 
should it happen to be the attacker. 

The best eBtape from this dilemma is 
to cultivate such neighborly relations the: 
the exact relative strength of each counir;’s 
navy no longer seems a matter of life and 
death. The three-Power agreement has 
been rendered possible in this way by the 
comparative indifference of Great Britain 
to the size of Ameérica’s navy. It is only 
because France and Italy are not quite on 
the same terms of mutual trust that a five- 
Power agreement has been impossible.

France and Italy are not particularly. to 
biame for this, since it is the exception and 
not the rule to livé on such good terms with 
one’s neighbors that one does not care 
about the size of their armament&a We are 
not ourselves so indifferent to Frénch arma- 
nents aS we are to American. Neverthe- 
less it ia Only by the growth of neighbor - 
liness and trust betwéén nations that dis- 
armament will ever be made really effec. 
tive. Perhaps that is not quite the use- 
less platitude that it seems, since there are 
many ways Of cultivating good international 
relations (especially through the arbitra! 
machinery of the League) of Which more 
use could ¢asily be made, Neverthéless, it 
must be a long, slow. process, a measure of 
the growth of civilization itself. and thére 
are Many who will not wait, who think we 
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can abolish war and (which is the same 
thing) national armaments almost at a 
stroke by some single grand act of renunci- 
ation. 

The Geneva protocol of 1924 was the log- 
ical conclusion of this attitude of mind. It 
would have bound all the naval and military 
forces of every country to the service of the 
League of Nations, and to the services of 
the League alone. That, it is true, is the 
ultimate ideal and the only basis on which 
the world peace of the future can rest. 

Mr. Norman Angell claims to detect some 
change in the attitude of the Manchester 
Guardian in this matter, of which we our- 
selves are unaware. Mr. Angell’s reassning 
leads straight to the Geneva protocol—we 
can see no half-way house—and we opposed 
the protocol at the time, not a# an ultimate 
ideal but because we did not think it a 
wise and practicable measure under exist- 
ing circumstances, Similar reasons have :ed 
us to oppose a Mediterranean Locarno— a 
localized protocol—although its acceptance 
would have enabled France to accept a low- 
er naval tonnage and might even have 
turned the three-Power into a five-Power 
fgreement. 

Whereas in this cOuntry it. will be gen- 
érally assumed that the five-Power confer- 
ence failed because of Franco-Italian. rivai- 
ry, in France it will be assumed with equal 
sincerity that it failed because England re- 
fused to live up to her obligations to the 


League—to the idea, that is, that the de-. 


fense and security of each country is the 
concern of.all. Mr. Afhgel, we suppose, 
would agree with the French criticism.

HERE has been in recent stage 
T story no such meteoric rise 

to popular and secure affec- 
tion in the hearts of the American 
people as Maurice Chevalier, 
French mimic and_e “singer, has 
achieved in the short time he has 
been in this country. Whatever 
one may ordinarily think of the 
proverbial! infallibility of the 
French, Chevalier has clearly dem- 
onstrated, in the 18 months since 
Paramount brought him to Holly- 
wood to make pictures, that in his 
case at least 50,000,000 Frenchmen 
were not wrong. 

Long the idol of the Parisian 
stage and the most popular of 
continental entertainers, Chevalier 
himself nevertheless hesitated 
about coming to the lnited States 
for fear that he might not be able 
to please American audiences, But 
his fears have turned out to be 
without justification. He has so 
far appeared in but two talking 
pictures, but they have been suffi- 
cient to win him a staggering vol- 
ume of fan letters, the unanimous 
approval of professional critics 
and.the complete admiration of the 
more sophisticated movie-goer who 
is usually unmoved by the ordinary 
“it-man” of the screen. His ap- 
pearance, between pictures, for a

night Follies on the new Amster- 
dam Roof put seats there at a 
premium. His week’s appearancé 
last month in an intimate recital 
of French and English songs at 
the Fulton Theater in New York 
was lengthened to two weeks by 
the insistence of a clamorous pub- 
lic, and after performances the 
stage door was so packed with ad- 
miring ladies eager to see the 
charming Frenchman at closer 
range, that on several Occasions 
Chevalier had to use another exit 
to avoid the throng. While work- 
ing at Paramount’s Long Island 
studio and living in New York he 
became the most sought-after 
guest at parties given by Man- 
hattan’s more exclusive hostesses, 
society leaders vying with each 
other for the honor of having 
Chevalier appear, not as an en- 
tertainer, but as a handsome and 
charming young man whose very 
presence, it seems. is regarded as 
enough to make any gathering «a 
success. 

Yes, Chevalier’s success has ex- 
ceeded even that anticipsted by 
the shrewd movie magnates who 
induced him to venture to Atmer- 
ica, and the amazing part of it is

His debut 
as a singer in one of these cafes 
was a decided failure, a failure 
that young Chevalier went to a 
great deal of trouble to achieve. 

Having decided that the Three 
Lions was the cafe best suited to 
his talents, Maurice boldly accosted 
the manager of the frowsy drink- 
ing place and told him a highly 
imaginary story of previous suc- 
cessful engagements. Maurice 
asked for a chance as a singer. 
The manager surveyed the appli- 
cant and decided against it. Then, 
in the Parisian manner familiar to 
fiction, the manager’s wife took a

Hypnotic drugs, especially those 
self administered, are dangerous 
props to lean on. .Even if not 
habit forming, in the sense that 
narcotics are, they may cause the 
formation of a dependency upon 
them which is just as enslaving.
